“Rersonally, | would like to 
see the city reinstitute the 
walking of the beat by police 
officers." Parker said that this 
would make for better com- 
munity relations with the 
police and it would possibly 
lower the crime rate because 
people might more, readily 
report crimes or suspicious 
persons. 

John Dunn, president of

reasons, Like FOP president 
Elmer Dunaway, Rev. Conner 
believes that the city needs to 
reorder its priorities and hire 
more police. “What good is a 
beautiful city when people 
are afraid to walk the 
streets?” he asks. 

Rev. Conner told the Call & 
Post that an additional 250 

policemen: are needed just to 
bring the city up to the 
national average of police 
force size in similar cities. 
But according to a study 
done by the International 
Association Of Chiefs Of 
Police in 1969 the city ex- 
ceeds the number of recom- 
mended law enforcement of- 
ficers. It also concluded that

Moss’ lecture dealt with the 
theme. extrapolated. from 
Thurman’s book “Track to 
the Water's Edge."’ The com- 
parison being that insects 
crawling to the water’s edge 
being washed away but they 
never ceased marching and 
finally some were able to hold 
on at the edae*and build a 
bridge out of their bodies and 
becoming?..a— highway . for 
those-coming behind to move 
on and make a way for others 
to track to the water's edge.

“And there were giants in 
the earth in those days; and 
also after that..." Genesis 6:4. 

One of the giants of this 
era died last week, His name 
was Eugene Ammons, but he 
answered to many other 
names. “Gene, Jug and Boss 
Tenorman are just a few of 
them. Ammons was one of 
America’s premier saxophone 
players, and every bonafide 
jazz buff is acquainted with 
his “big sound and that 
fabulous other sound of his 
known as “Jug’s cry.” 

Ammons, born in Chicago, 
IMinois April 14, 1925, was the 
son of a nationally Known 
musician, Albert Ammons, 
boogie-woogie pianist ex- 
traordinaire. 

Young Ammons burst upon 
the musical scene as-a mem- 
ber of what is considered by 
some jazz historians as the 
swingingest big band ever 
assembled, the Billy Eckstine 
big band. 

He held his own with such 
musicians as John Birks, 
“Dizzy” Gillespie, Art Blakey, 
John Lewis, ‘‘Fats" Navarro 
and Dexter Gordon. 

The Eckstine aggregation 
was not long-lived and not 
overly recorded. 

After the band's demise 
Ammons was snatched up by 
Woody Herman to work in the 
reed section of his band. 

Already a name to be 
reckoned with, Ammons 
became a legend in the late 
fifties and early sixties when 
teamed: -up.-with- another 
saxophone player of reknown 
named Sonny Stitt. The two 
reed men have recorded 
some of the memorable solos 
ever put on records. 

During that time Ammons 
worked clubs in and around 
Chicago and recorded for 
such record companies as 
Prestige, Argo and Verve. 
this time another boss tenor- 


man joined him and Stitt. 
James Moody by name, and 
the three tenormen had 
saxophone players all over 
the country buying records to 
hear what they were doing. 

Plagued by some personal 
devils, Ammons spent part of 
the sixties incarcerated in 
Cook County Jail for nar- 
cotics violations. 

When he returned to the 
music scene his awesome 
powerful sound» had not 
diminished in the least’ and 
he stepped right back into 
what was going on ip the jazz 
world. 

Ammons’ renewed careed 
was halted abruptly on 
August 6, 1974 when he died 
of bone cancer. Nature used 
a terrible weapon to halt the 
sound from the big tenor 
horn and that fabulous “cry.” 

Jazz afficianados will miss 
that cry for‘it was the sound 
Ammons. made when the 
solos were going right, when 
the notes were all falling in 
place ... in essence he gave it 
when he putting it all 
together. — 

It was Ammons'-triumphant 
way of saying here it is, 
listen. He made it by simply 
pulling the mouthpiece of his 
horn: away from his mouth 
and giving a vocal grunt or 
grow! that spoke volumes, 
almost as much as his music. 

All that is gone now, ex- 
cept on record, and Ammons 
has joined that coterie of 
saxophone giants. that 
preceded  him..to-...the 
magnificent reed section in 
the big band in the sky. 

When he joins the likes of 
John Coltraine, Ben Webster, 
Lester Young, Chu Berry, 
Herschel Evans, Johnnie 
Hodges, Charlie Parker, Ernie 
Henry and the other members 
of that celestial aggregation 
he will find his chair, music 
stand and solo spots awaiting

Food Aids 


The newest federal food 
ald program to be put into ac- 
tion is called Women, Infant 
and Children’ Supplemented 
Food Program (WIC) which is 
funded by the Department of 

riculture. 

ablished in the Ceve- 
land area last April, the 
program is for pregnant or 
nursing women and: children 
up to the age of four years. 
The’ program was approved 
by Congress in the middle of 
1972, and set aside $40 
million over a two-year period 
to feed an estimated half- 
million pregnant women in 
low income areas. 

Unfortunately _ political 

uments held up the actual 
Initiation of the program for a 
year and a half. It was finally 
started after a lawsuit, 
initiated by a New York based 
Food Research and Action 
Center, was brought against 
the U.S. Department of ‘Agri- 
culture and won. 

Now women whq are 
pregnant or who have young 
children are automatically 
enrolied in WIC when they go 
to their city health center for 
care or treatment.

The nutritional status of a 
family is certainly a factor in 
the poor pregnancy outcome 
of large. numbers of low in- 
come persons, said Ms.

Poor housing, 
untreated infections and 
mental stress all influence 
nutritional needs and are all 
inter-related, explained Ms. 
Robinson. 

During the period of rapid 
growth in a child, if he 
doesn't get what he needs” 
both nutritionally and emo- 
tionally, the result is failure to 
thrive. This is as much of a 
social problem as it is & 
medical one, she said. 

The weight gain of the 
pregnant women in the M & I 
program is carefully 
monitored during the nine 
months before the baby is 
born. The old philosophy of

@ pregnant woman ‘is not 4 
sound one, said.Ms. Robin- 
son. Pregnant women in the’ 
target areas can register for 
the M & | program at their 
Closest city health center or 
at Metropolitan General Hos- 
pital at ‘no cost to them.

Food Stamps 

Food Stamps started as 4 
pilot project in 1962 and by 
1964 most states has begun 
to_use the program. 

While it seems like a step 
in the right direction, the 
Senate Committee on Nutri- 
tion and Human Needs 
réports: “The experience of 
the past decade demon- 
strates that the‘food stamp 
program is not solving 
America's malnutrition 
problem and has, in fact, per- 
formed so badly that no 
amount of program revision 
can ever enable it to solve 
this problem. The only 
solution Is"a just, dignified; 
guaranteed income main- 
tenance program that en- 
sures that no person lives 
without adequate income.”

made by the committee was 
that food stamps be provided 
to eligible persons at no 
charge. The Senate Commit-' 
fee studies also revealed that 
the program has never 
reached more than half of 
hg who are eligible to use 

In Cuyahoga County the 
Welfare ment reports a 
rate of participation than 
national level figures reveal. 
Last year 174,000 persons 
purchased over $38 million 
worth of groceries in this 
county with food stamps. 

Everyone who is eligible for 
public assistance is eligible 
for food stamps as well. What 
some people do not know is 
that low income working 
families .are also eligible to 
buy food stamps. The cost of 
food stamps is scaled accor- 
ding to the family’s income. 

The maximum income 
eligibility for a family of our 
was increased on July 1, from 
$473: to $500. Food stamp 
allotments also increased on 
that date from $142 to $150 
for a family of four. 


School Lunches 

One way a child may be 
assured of getting at least 
one meal during the day is by 
going to school nine months 
of the year and by going to 
the playground during the 
summer, 

A federal law requires that 
each state must spend three 
dollars for each dollar of 
federal aid for the school 
lunch program, but fewer 
than a.dozen states met this 
requirement in 1967. Most 
schoo! districts use the 
money paid by students to 
account for the state's share 
of spending in the program. 

The school lunch program, 
which. was. started by the Na- 
tional-Schoot Lunch Act in 
1946, is open to children of 
all income tevets. y 

During the 1973-74 school 
year 22.5 million childrén par- 
ticipated in the lunch 
program each day. In 1968, 
the Child Nutrition Act star- 
ted the School Breakfast Pro- 
gram. During the last school 
year 90 per cent of the 14 
children taking part in this 
program. were. given meals 
either free or at a reduced 

price. 

The Special Milk Program, 
enacted in 1954, provides 
half-pints of milk as a mor- 
ning or afternoon snack, or

asa for those par- 
ticipating in the school lunch 
program, 


leals for children atten- 
ding Day Care Centers were 
authorized under the Special 
Food Service Program for 
Children. This same bill takes 
in the summer feeding 
program, in Cleveland any 
child who goes to the closest 
school playground at tunch 
time can get a free lunch ser- 
ved off of a truck there, 
The Senate Committee. 
found these programs to con- 
tain 80 many regulations and 
restrictions as to cut the num- 
ber of participants in half. 
Head Start Programs also of- 
fer one/meal for each atten- 
ding child but only on a low 
budget basis. Mrs. Margaret 
Silver, volunteer coordinator 
for Cleveland's Community 
United Head Start said that 
their tight budget allows 31 
cents per day per child for 
food.

There is yet little evidence 
that under President Gerald Ford, the 
concerns of Black Americans and the 
poor, will receive any higher priorities 
than ‘they now command. In his pre-

A ‘popular cliche of some years ago 
was: “lifting as we climb.” 

| was thinking of this as | read ex- 
cerpts from the speech of Dr. Walter 
Washington before the Alpha Phi Alpha 
convention in San Francisco. 

Reacting to the convention's theme: 
“Alpha's Outreach to the Community,” 
Or, Washington, (who, in addition to 
being head of the Alphas, is also 
president of Alcorn State University, 
Lorman, Miss.,) unburdened himself on 
a subject that was most challenging: 
“The Ghetto Mind.” 

On this subject, he said: “We cannot 
eliminate the ghetto until we eliminate 
the ghetto mind.” 

If the “ghettoes are to be eliminated,” 
he said: “we must help the poor 
eliminate the ghetto mind through 
education, by making them unsatisfied 
living- in. the ghetto and stimulating 
them to work themselves, as well as 
being aided by others.” 

Dr. Washington said: “To build a 
house for a person in the ghetto and 
not change his value system, the house 
will become a ghetto. We must have an 
education program to compliment 
housing, or our efforts are all in vain." 

“Adult or continuing education is not 
limited to the educated, but it lends it- 
sail to the continuous enrichment of the 
educated as well.” 

Recognizing that there is an 
emerging affluent class of Negroes, Dr. 
Washington, of them, said: “‘the 
merging black middie class is cold and 
heartless. The basic values of the new 
black middie class must have a com- 
passion and a mission that will involve 
them and their talents in the upward 
mobility of the poor in America. It must 
not embrace all the limitations that are 
found in the general American middie 
class, such as to migrate to the 
suburbs, lessen social contacts with the 
poor and uneducated - they must stay 
with their less fortunate brothers and 
serve as a Catalyst that will set them on 
their way upward, attaining the good 
life in America.” 

Dr. Washington has put his finger on 
one of the weak spots in our 
progression up the Am@rican social _ 
and economic ladder: He 18:60 right in 
saying that we must get rid of “the 
ghetto. mind.” While we may inherit the 
ghetto, there are no reasons why we 
should perpetuate it. 

Housing is one of the best examples 
of this. During the past 25 years, 
millions of dollars have been invested 
in new and remodeled housing in 
ghetto areas. 

In all too many cases, results have 
been almost disastrous. New houses 
and apartments once completed and 
occupied by low income or welfare 
people, within one or two years, need

major repairs or demolition. 
_ The constant demolition of buildings 

in the ghetto, tell @ tale of abuse and 

neglect..So-much so is this true,.that 

there is a virtual rat race between con- 

struction and lition. In many in- 

stances this results in a net loss of 

habitable units in a balance off of units 

constructed and units lost by degtruc- 

tion. 

Here then is a field where education 
in modern,—urban living is badly 
needed. This is not an_ interracial 
problem. It is a Negro problem and, if 
the kind of relationship as called for in 
Dr. Washington's speech was possible, 
the continuance of ghettoes would be 
arrested and, eventually erradicated. 

Since so many of the people who 
populate the ghettoes are receiving 
some kind or form of public sub- 
sistance, their relationship then, is 
largely with social workers. Practically 
all of these social workers are college 
graduates with degrees of various 
kinds, 

These are the people then who are at 
the point of meaningful contact. 
Through them, if they had thé in- 
clination and concern, they could 
initiate and relate back to the more af- 
fluent Negroes, the problems of these 
people and remedies and suggestions 
for helping them. 

Our churches are another dormant 
resource. Since more,and more of ours 
churches are pastored by trained 
clergymen, the potential leadership is 
there. Also, our charches are almost 
wholly supported by Black members, 
therefore, they have an obligation to 
fully serve the Black community. 

Unfortunately, few if any of our chur- 
ches involve themselves in the gut 
issues of the poor. All to often, the 

“close of the Sunday services ends the 
church's real interest in the people until 
the next Sunday's services. 

Whether. the Challenge of Dr. 
Washington, flung not only at the Alpha 


“Phi Alpha fraternity but, to all Black 


people, will be heeded and im- 
plemented is the big question. 

Those who are fortunate enough to 
climb out of the ghetto, have an 
obligation, to, those they leave behind. 
Unless we are willing to reach back and 
give them a helping hand, our social 
and economic problems. will continue 
to overwhelm us. 

We are not as heipiess in relation to 
these racial problems as we pretend. 
All of these problems relate themselves 
to benign meet on our part. We are 
our brothers-keepers and, have a con- 
tinuing responsibility to do all we can 
to elevate all of our people. In this, we 
must be mindful of Christ's admonition:
